Reports are current that a plan is on 
foot to dismiss the indictments on usury 
charges in the Julian Petroleum case. If 
there is truth in them the authorities 
should change their minds again and pusb 
the cases to trial. 

If these indictments are dismissed the ac- 
tion will inevitably be interpreted by many 
people as evidence that there has been a 
“deal” and that wealth and influence have 
“fixed” the cases. There may be no ground 
whatever for such a belief, but it will be 
held nevertheless, and the only way in 
which it can be overcome is by a show- 
down in court before ea jury, with all the 
facts made public, and all moves made in 
the clear light of day. 

The indictments were found in a time of 
considerable public excitement, and further 
investigation may have convinced the au- 
thorities that the view of the law held at 
the time was a mistaken one. But if there 
was a legal case against these men at the 
time the grand jury acted,-there still is; 
nothing has happened to change their 
status. If there is not a legal case the 
courts should be the ones to announce the 
fact after due deliberation and after there 
has been full and open argument. 

For the sake of the defendants themselves 
there should be an open trial, and, if they 
are innocent, an open vindication. Nothing 
but trial and acquittal can clear their names, 
and if they had no guilty „motive, they 
should have uo difficulty in convincing a 
jury of the fact. |

This is American Education Week.

tiveness; (6) wise use of leisure, and (7) 
ethical character. 

President Angell opened Yale University 
by saying that health is the first requisite 
of success. It is hard for life to function at 
its best through a poorly adjusted human 
machine. Educators have ceased to find 
antagonism between body and brain, but 
hold them supplemental. Even religionists 
no longer connect the flesh and the devil. 

Home is the bulwark of the republic. Its 
hearthstone is the first altar. No amount 
of companionate or contract marriage will 
ever be permitted to jeopardize the interests 
of the children. We are not raising national 
ized soviet animals. Barn-yard ethics wil! 
not be thrust on the many to permit the 
few to be more comfortable in their vice. A 
good father and mother are not only neces- 
sary, but they must be permanent for the 
training of youth. The hearthstone is the 
cornerstone of our free institutions. 

The mastery of tools, technique and spirit 
of learning are becoming the employment of 
all enlightened nations. Principal E. L. 
Jacks says in one of his books, “Within the 
last few weeks I have met a Frenchman, a 
Swede, a Dutchman, an American, a China- 
man and a Japanese. To each of these I 
put the same question: ‘What is the leading 
interest in your country?’ lu each case the 
answer given was the same: Education.“ 
The race is struggling toward the light. 

When each man finds his place in indus- 
trial or professional life, he is measureably 
happy.

An accident which would have been of 
little account at the ground level seems to 
have contributed to the death, at eight miles 
altitude, of Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray, army 
aeronaut. Capt. Gray undoubtedly was un- 
conscious when his balloon reached its

“I cannot avoid saying,” said the justice, 
“that this is a matter which gives food for 
thought, when one considers that had this 
poor child been an animal instead of a hu- 
man being, so far frum there being anything 
blameworthy in this man’s actions in put- 
ting an end to its sufferings, he would 
actually have been Hable to punishment if 
he had not done so. That is the state of the 
law we must administer.” The jury took

Mattoon Act Securities 
Approved by Court 


_Issuance of $1,014,691.20 of Mattoon 
Act bonds was approved yesterday in 
a judgment handed down by Superior 
Judge Guerin. 

The bond issue was put out to ob- 
tain funds for the construction of a 
large county park on Redondo Bou- 
levard, and is the largest issue of 
bonds ever put out under the new 
improvement act drafted by County 
Counsel Mattoon.

“SLUMP” SOB 
ADVOCATED 


Harry Culver, Back from 
East, Decries Mental Rut 
He Finds Tradesmen In 


Elimination of the word “slump” 
from the English language as a par- 
tial solution of America’s business 
problem was advocated last night by 
Harry H. Culver, founder and builder 
of Culver City, upon his return from 
a trip throughout the East, where he 
visited twelve of the largest cities. 
Business men, he said, fall under the 
spell of the word when they hear it 
used by others, and, through a nat- 
ural course of mental suggestion, it 
becomes a dangerous and harmful 
belief. One trouble with business 
men of the country today, he said, is 
that they need a large dose of opti- 
mism. On all sides you hear them 
talking about hard times and the 
slump into which their business has 
fallen. 

“I have observed on this trip that 
at present there is a little less activ- 
ity in some_lines than there has been 
in the past, but the dangerous part 
of the whole thing is that business 
men have stopped to mourn over it 
instead of going out and digging a 
bit harder to move their stock or 
increase 


‘slump’ is used alto- 
gether too much for the good of the 
country. It would be better all 
around if some one crossed it out of 
the language, because, after repeated 


use, it becomes fixed in the average 


mind, and through the power of sug- 
gestion raises a barrier hard to 
beat down.”

Judge Burnell Explains 
Misconception of Recent 
Remarks on Marriage

“Our present divorce laws are breed - 
ere of perjury, practically compelling 
otherwise honorable men and women 
to resort to subterfuge in order to 
sever ties distasteful to them and 
against the best interests of society,” 
declared Superior Judge Burnell in 
an address yesterday before the Jus- 
tinian Club at the Alexandria. 

“Since we cannot change human 
nature to fit our laws, it would seem 
that the rational thing to do would 
be to adjust our laws to conform to 
human nature.“ said Judge Burnell. 
“However, I wish to say that some 
good preachers who like to talk of 
things they have not investigated, 
anc certain well-meaning but unin- 
formed women, have misinterpreted 
my suggestions in regard to a pro- 
posed change in divorce laws. 

“At no time have I advocated any 
definite term of marriage. My only 
suggestion has been that in cases in 
which a man and wife find it im- 
possible to live together harmonious- 
ly they be allowed to separate, after 
a certain period, without having to 
deal with unscrupulous attorneys and 
without the necessity of airing their 
differences through the divorce courts 
and the press.” 

“I have as great for the 
sanctity of the home as has anyone, 
anc my plan is to build up and pro- 
tect that not to demolish 
it” said Judge Burnell.

AIRED IN COURT 


Eleven on Trial Accused as 
Smugglers 


Case Involves Canadian Ship 
Marion Douglas 

Marine Engineer Tells of 
Vessel’s Movements 


Details of the operation of a liq- 
uor-smuggling ring that supplied 
Southern California with thousands 
of cases of Canadian liquor were 


aired yesterday in the court of 
United States District Judge James 
during the trial of Marvin E. Shou- 
wailer, alias Dr. Ross, and then co- 
defendants under indictment for 
conspiracy to violate the Tariff Act. 

The operations of the asserted con- 
spiracy centered around the Marion 
Douglas, a Canadian vessel, that 
anchored off Guadalupe Island in 
May, June and July, 1926, with 12,000 
cases of liquor aboard. 

J. J. Craven Walker of Vancouver, 
B. C., took the stand at the open- 
ing of the trial as the government's 
star witness. Walker said he was @& 
marine engineer, employed on the 
Canadian tug Clara French, and 
that the tug was used to tow the 
Marion Douglas from Coronado Is- 
land to Guadalupe Island. It was 
from this point that the govern- 
ment charges the smuggling opera- 
tions were carried on.
